Ciq^llll iljjney I. Brody, MC, U. S. Navy, a native of Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, was graduated 
mmi &w ftiiiyerslfey of Pennsylvania in 1936. He received his medical degree from Hahnemann 
Medleit 0dltege , PMia^phia and served his internship at FraiUcford Hospital, Philadelphia. 

Coniinlssloned a Lieutenant, Junior Grade, in the Medical Corps in 1942, he tten iod the Naval 
Me<ftei4 SeliitiQl, National Naval Medical Center, Bethesda, Maryland and was designated a Navy 
Fli^t Sor^on at the Naval School of Aviation Medicine, Pensacola, Florida in 1943. 

Cillti^ Bro% irns ihe Medical Officer with Marine Aircraft Groups 35 and 53 at MCAS C herry 
Point, North Cardlbft ln 1943. He subsequently served with Marine Aircraft Group 32 at Zambo- 
a»ga, Philippic islands in 1944 and later with Marine Aircraft Group 12 in Peiping, China. 

He ttfld^oflt Hight training in 1946 and was designated a Naval Aviator in June 1947 after 
training in single and multi-engine land and seaplanes and qualifying on an aircraft carrier. He 
later served as Medical Otficer of Carrier Air Group 4 at NAS Norfolk and aboard USS FRANKUN 
D. ROOSEVELT (CVS-^). 

He was Medical Office of Air^aft Development Squadron 3 in 1949 where he was qualified as 
the first medical officer to pilot Jet latfrcfaft. He has held a Special Instrument Rating and a Com- 
mercial Pilot's license, his most recent designation being that of Plane Commander in the C-117. 

Captain Brody was assigned to the Bureau of Medicine and Surgery and the Naval Bureau of 
Aeronautics in 1952 and during the subsequent three and one-half years represented the fUiroau 
of Aeronautics on the National Research Council Vision Committee, the National Research Council 
Committee on Heaiing and Bioacoustics, the Committee on Human En^neering and 
Psychophysiology of the Research and Development Board, 

Me served as the first U. S. Navy representative on the Aeromedical Panel of the NATO Advisory 
Group for Aeronautic Research and Developineiit meeting in Paris, France, in 1953. He was a 
member of the Air Standardization Coordinating Committee and was one of the original members 
of the Joint Cc»nniittee on Aviation Pathology. 

He served as the first Senior Medical Officer in USS SARATOGA (CVS-GO) during the period ftom 
1956 to 1958 and later as the Senior Medical Officer, Naval Air Station, Oceana, Virginia. Prl<or 
to reporting to NAS Quonset Point, he was vStaff Medical Officer to Commanding General, SecCNiitl 
Marine Aircraft Wing, MCAS Cherry Point, North Carolina from 19G2 to 19G6. 

He has published articles on aviation medicine and various clinical subjects, for one of which 
he was awarded the Sir Henry Wellcome Medal and Prize by the Association cf Military Siirge<xi8 

of the United States in 1963. 

His professional affiliations include membership in the American Medical Association, and 
for the past twenty five years, the Association of Military Surgeons of the United States and the 
Aero-Medical Association. In 1952 he served as President of the Pliiladelphia Branch of the 
Aero-Medical Association. He is a member of the U. S. Naval Institute and a Sustaining Member 
of the Naval Historical Foundation. In 1954 he was elected Fellow of the Aerospace Medical 
Association. He is a Diplomate of the American Board of Preventive Medicine in Aviation Medi- 
cine as one of the Founders Group and is a Fellow of the American College of Physicians. At 
present he is a member of the Executive Council of the Aerospace Medical Association. 

Captain Brody holds the Navy Unit Citation, American Campaign Medal, Asiatic-Pacific Cam- 
paign Medal with one star, World War II Victory Medal, China Service Medal, National Defense 
Medal with one star and the Philippine Liberation Medal with one star. 

Captain Brody is mai^ried to the former Muriel Myers of Philadelphia. They have tiiree child- 
ren: Mitchell, a graduate student at the Massachusetts Institute of Technology; Raymond, a junior 
pre- medical student at the University of Pennsylvania; and Diane who will enter Simmons College 
in the fall.

M^gateal fs«siitefesfc fer iteril mMm, Quonset Point, r, I., were 
established as a dispensary on 10 March 1941 with the primary mission 
of treating military personnel and civilian employees. In February 
IB4$ tbp rntisisiqii f^NH^ 1^ li^elu^ to eligible 

deiiendents 9S well m^erMty oare« At Hi^t time the dispensary 
provided services for 3^00 mltitaF^r^ ipiOp dependents and 5000 civilian 
employee itetf <^««ii^liie^ ^^im^l^^Sm d&cers, forty hospital 
cofpsitien and fift^n civil sm^vlee personnel. The first child was 
born at the dispei^s^m wmm^iaty 1948. 

The dispensary was reclassified as a station hospital in 1953 and 
sfcdditional prolesstonal services yrere provided. T^m stl# was iw- 
ereased to thirty-two crfflcers, forty-five corpsmen aail Mm^ civilian 
employees^ Medical services were provided to approximately twenty- 
three thotLsidtd p0rscamel« 

The comfhissioning Navs^ Hi^itM, ^uoniiet F3mty mmm istn^d 
on 1 July 1968 places the facility under the management control of the 
Bureau of Medicine & Surgery. The hospital provides comprehensive 
medical services to approxinaately ^^,OPQ pftqple including active duty 
and r^ired military personnel ttiela* depei^jdejots reslAiig; on i^e 
west sid€t of Narr^ganaslt Bayv Persomiei Irom atoit fifty s^arate 
commands r^yreseiiting eac^ of the armed services, in addition to 
Naval Air Station, Quonset Point; its tenant fleet commands; the Naval 
Air Rework Facility, Quonset Point; and Seabees of Mobile Construc- 
tion B^ta^ions and the Construction Battalion Center, Davisville; utilize 
tl^ hospital.

FtcOilies mm lis© a^aifistBi^ f# the ^at- 
ment of diseases of the eye as well as for eye refraction examinations 
under the supervision of an ophthalmologist and an optometrist. To 
increase the scope and quality of hea}tl:i c^e^ one of the largest |^^«- 
mades in the sts^ provlties all linigs prescribed by sts^ m^cal 
officers, A compr^ens^ve clinical l^oratory mi blood bank aids 
in diagnosis and treatment, X-ray services unt^ tlie sii^rvision of a 
radiologist is an indispensable phase of the hospital activities. 



The normal bed capacity of the hospital is one-hundred which, under 
emergency conditions, may be expanded to Qnj$ hundred said fi^y beds. 
Cardiac monitorii^ equipment is bei^ trailed as f}i« basis for a 
Coronary Intensive Care Unit. Civilian etnployiB^es of the Naval Air 
Station or N^al Air Rework Facility receive pliysies^ e:!EainiaatlonS| 
treitoent for job incurred illnesses and InJ^les at the Industrial 
Medical Dispensary braiich of ^e hospital as well as consultative 
services and emergency hospitalization at the hospital when necessary.
